A mutiny had broken 
out at Barrackport in the 26th, 47th, and 62d regi- 
ments, a considerable part of which arranged in a line 
and refused to obey the officers, and swearing they 
would not surrender, ‘lhe whole troops were then 
drawn out, and a fire was opened on the mutineers, 
who returned it in an irregular manver and then fled.
